Consequently  she  came  up  to 
Victoria  to  enter  and  clear  at  a  for- 
eign port,  and  re-book  her  passen- 
gers before  retdming  to  the  Califor- 
nia city.  It  was  alao  Impossible,  ow- 
ing to  the  United  Stataa  laws,  for 
any  of  her  original  pasoangers  who 
M light  have  wished  to  do  ao,  to  dis-
